tions that have taken placo 
during the last two yedrs, regarding, 
tho oniploymont of foreign ships in the 
Dean trade discloso an amount of 
Guplicity on the part of the Chinoso 
authorities, as disgmeofil ns it was 
unwise. Hind thoy attompted to resist, 
openly und by argument, the. privilege 
claimed, or oven ‘latly refused to sanc- 
tioh it, we shold at least hnvo respect- 
ced tho’ desiro to protect tho junk trade, 
which actuated them. But thoy have 
done nothing of the kind, They havo 
written with ono nd a proctaination 
declaring foreign ships of every na- 
‘tionality at fall liberty to engage in tho 
trade, and, with the other, forbidden 
native moreliants to buy beau cake so 
imported. In deference to pressure 
Dy the foroign Consuls, tho Taotai bis 
‘openly announced tho’ withdrawal of 
the restrictions imposed onthe trade, 
chile ho secretly forbad the landing of 
cenrgoes brought in foreign bottoms. 

So long ago as March 1862, oficial 
intimation was given that the probibi- 
tion laid on the export of pulse and 
bboan cako from the ports of Chefoo 
and Nowchwavg, under tho British 
flag, had beon rescinded ; and a remmu- 
erative trado to foreign shipping was 
‘at once opened up. Tho speed and 
safety of transit ensured, led to.the 
general employment of forvign vessels 
in tho conveyance of peas, beans and 
beancake from the two Northern ports 
to Shanghai, Swatow and Amoy j and 
numbers of sinall craft were thus attract 
ed to the const. But two years later, 
when the danger which bnd induced 
tho concession had passed away, and 
forcign nssistanco was no longer need- 
ed to prevent the Taeping ocenpation 
of Shanghai, the privilege aeconted 
was secrotly withdrawn. No open 
warning was given of the change, bat, 
in June 1865, vossels ariving here with 
eancake from the North fornd them. 
selves prohibited from discharging 
their enrgoes ; and shortly at

BONDED wanewotses. 


‘A moro prastical scheme than that 
suggested by Chefoo, for relieving tho 
depressed impart trade, would bo the 
introduction into China of the ponded 
system, Tn tho early days of our in- 
torcourso with the Chinese, the principle 
of allowing goods to lie twelve months 
on shore without baring contributed 


their quota of taxation, would no 
doubt have seemed to them prepost- 
rons. It would havo beon dificult, 


probably, even to makethem understand 
the possibility of such’ plan being 
worked without loss. But now that 
they have had so long expericace of 
the working of the foreign Customs, it 
must surely be ible to persuade 
thom that tho delay in the collection of 
revenue on goods in bond, involves no 
visk of ovasiou. It is trao that, while 
the constant endeavour of western 
gorernments is directed to facilitate 
‘commerce, the srhole energy of Chinese 
mandarins seems concentrated on ob- 
atraction. But the wer afficials are 
not altegether imperrions to argument, 
‘Whe very talout for casuistey whicl 
enables them to combat foreign wishes: 
wo successfully, leads them occasionally 
to admit the force of adverse logic.

rebuilding. Visionsof_shandsome building, 
comprising two instend of one’ Court, and 
various moans and appliances for comfort, 
‘hon arose, found favour, and wore acted 
on, To raiso funds for this object the 
aystem of shares was resorted to, and the 
necessary amount having been readily ob- 
tained, the foundation of the new Racquet 
Court’ was laid in Soptomber last. year 
‘Very nearly within the time specified in 
the contract, the building was completed, 
and was yesterday, forthe first time, thrown, 
‘open to the public, 

‘The whole of tho central block of tho 
main building is oceupiod by the two courts;
